&.TUBNS, April 28.— Describing the 
Greek retreat from Lariasa the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press says ; 

The road was strewn over with dead 
and dying animals, men, women, and 
With ammunition boxes, broken carts, 
and furniture, the bedding of soldiers, 
blankets and tin pannicanB. The latter 
rattled under Uio horses feet, blankets 
became entangled in them, and t he ani- 
mals, frantic with alarm, galloped about 
among the Hying crowds, many oi thorn 
riderless and deserted. Guns and am- 
munition waggons and carts added to 
obstruction. Their traces were cut in 
order to enable the riders to mount the 
horses attached to them and seek safety 
in flight. There were many struggles be- 
tween the fugitives for the possession of 
horseH, and in this manner the fright- 
ened crowd struggled on for several 
miles, presenting a most vivid picture of 
disaster and fear. Some of the Oreek 
officers, it is true, did their duty, They 
ordered the bugles and trumpeters to 
sound "cease tiring, 1 ' and rode about 
calling upon the fleeing soldiers to halt;, 
but others of the Greek officers lost their 
heads and fled onward as terror stricken 
as the soldiers. One brave officer tried to 
bring his men to their senses bv pre- 
senting a revolver at them anil shouting 
"Stop!" but he might as well nave 
called upon a whirlwind to stop. 

"General Mavromichaelis, who hud 
evidently reached Larissa some tune i 
fore, rode back some diainii. 
in order to arrest the stampede. 
Two miles from the Larissa road 
is situated an embankment, where 
the general succeeded in inducing a 
company of footsore infantry to fall in. 
But thousands continued the pell mell 
rush for Larissa. There was a block at 
the bridge across tho Salambria river at 
the entrance of Larissa. Another terrific 
scene was there presented, (iuns, men 
and horses struggling in a fearful mass. 

" In the streets of Larissa was inde- 
scribable confusion. Troops of all arms 
wevo mixed together and threw them- 
selves down in utter exhaustion, heed- 
less of the calls of trumpets ami bugles 
summoning them to fall in. The in- 
habitants, rushing about the streets, 
intensified the confusion. Mere 
mention of Turks was suffici- 
ent to create a frenzied rush. 
Some estimates of the number of deaths 
which occurred during the stampede 
and indiscriminate firing say that from 
500 to 000 persons were killed. Hut your 
correspondent thinks these figures are 
exaggerated, though people declare they 
have seen many wagons bearing dead to 
Larissa. 

"The first hours of daylight were 
spent by the Greek officers in assem- 
bling their scattered troops and sending 
them to Pharsalos. The troops contin- 
ued the march without any refreshment, 
and it is alleged that many of them had 
not tastetl food Bince Friday morning. 
When it became known that Larissa 
was to be abandoned there was another 
panic. The women, and even the child- 
ren, went about drawing their hands 
across their throats, showing what they 
expected of the Turks, and in nn in- 
credibly short time the roads leading to 
Pharsalos and Yolo were crowded with 
poople, vehicles and animals, the latter 
bearing all kinds of household effects. A 
special train of trucks took to Volo about 
4,000 people af every degree, the passen- 
gers hanging to the roofs and platforms 
like a swarm of bees. But the majority 
trudged along on foot and many of the 
refugees threw anxious looks behind at 
Larissa fearing every moment a rush 
from the Circassian cavalrv. By 1 :'M 



River Bursts Its Banks and Sweeps 
Away All Before It With 
Appalling Results. 



Guthrie, O.T., April 28.— A terrible 
flood in .the Cottonwood reserve, sud- 
denly engulfed West Guthrie shortly 
after sunrise. About tl o'clock this 
morning the river began to rise, jump- 
ing four feet in 30 minutes. At West 
Guthrie, which is thickly populated, 
mostly by negroes, the river burst from 
the banks and the raging witters for half 
a mile swept across the valley, carrying 
houses, barnB and fences before it. Re- 
ports of appalling loss of life as the re- 
sult of the flood are in circulation, some 
placing the number at from one to two 
hundred. The property Iosb ia variously 
estimated at from $200,000 to $500,000. 
The main residences and business por- 
tions of Guthrie proper were unharmed.

AGAINST THE KING. 

Pjpular Ferment in Athens Against George 
of Greece Becoming Graver. 

Athens, April 2S (noon).— Again to- 
d.ty there was no meeting of the legisla- 
tive assembly for want of a quorum, 
therefore the extraordinary session of 
that body was further postponed. 

There is now quiet. The British 
minister here, Mr. E. H. Gratton, paid 
a long visit to the King yesterday, and 
the newspapers connect the incident 
with tiie possible intervention of Great 
Britain in the war between Turkey and 
treece. The report that tho King was 
compelled to sign a decree recalling 
Prince Constantino from the frontier is 
unfounded, The Crown Prince will re- 
main at tho head of the army. 

London, April 28. — A special dispatch 
from Athens this morning says that a 
general engagement between the Greeks 
and the Turks is expected to-morrow at 
Veliatino, where the Turks have just 
been defeated. 

London, April 28. — A special despatch 
from Pntrasa on the Gulf of Latras, west 
coast of Greece, attributes the reverse of 
the GreekB in lCpirus to deficient trans- 
port arrangements. When the Turks 
iiastily retreated from before Arta, it 
appears the Greeks had a magnificent 
opportunity, which they threw away. 

The Patras dispatch further says: " A 
melancholy incident occurred yes- 
terday. A countryman brought news 
(bat the Turks were approaching 
while the (ireeka were retreat- 
ing from 1'hillipiada towards Arta. 
Colonel Bottzaris sent two companies to 
the top of a hill to reconnoitre. The 



p.m. Lariasa was emptied, instead of 
following the troops to Pharsalos the 
correspondent, in order to get oil 
Liis dispatches, pushed on to Volo, 
where there was a panic al- 
most equalling the one at Larissa. 
fugitives were arriving at Volo every 
few minutes and they spread the rumors 
that the Turks would enter the place in 
a few hours. In theabsence of steamers 
there was a general rush for caiques, on 
board of which the well-to-do classes 
went to Euboea or other islands. Your 
correspondent hired a caique and went 
on boanl of it with another newspaper 
companion, Mr. Iloldhnll, In a minute 
there was a great commotion, crowds of 
people shouting to us to come out of the 
boat. Then a number oi jaen made a 
rush on board of her, threw Mr, Hold- 
hall obt and pushed your correspond- 
ent ashore. It seems that the lower 
classes, panic- stricken, determined that 
if they could not escape from Volo 
no one else should do so', and they cried, 
" We must all die together." To such 
an extent did this feeling of panic spread 
that a government steamer, which was 
embarking soldiers for the Pineus, was 
obliged to leave Volo harbor, 
owing to the fact that the fran- 
tic population threatened to make 
a rush on hoard the steamship, 
which would probably have resulted in 
great loss of life. As it was, the wound- 
ed soldiers were taken on board the 
steamer in small boats and the vessel 
sailed for the Piraeus in a hurry, leav- 
ing two English nurses and six wound- 
ed Greek aoldiers on the quay. The 
nurses and wounded men were taken to 
tho British conauhte. Tho excitement 
continued all day, but I Becured a caique 
on the following day and proceeded to 
the island of Euboea, whence, bycaique- 
ing and driving, your correspondent 
reached Athens to-day, having been five 
days without removing shoes or cloth- 
ing. J

— The Greek troops 
in Epirus have been losing ground and 
have been obliged to retire to Lures. 



Ottawa, April 28.— (Special)— Senator 
Power to-day wanted it to be made a 
criminal offence for people divorced in 
the States remarrying again and taking; 
up residence in Canada. 

The British Empire trade league had 
a most successful meeting to-day. Reso- 
lutions urging government to ask 
Chamberlain to call a conference 
to discuss preferential trade ami 
endorsing the fast Atlantic steamahip 
project were unanimously passed. Col. 
Denison, Toronto, was elected president 
and Lieut. -Governor Dewdney, vice- 
president for British Columbia. Messrs. 
Prior, Baatock and C. P. Wolley are 
members of the council. 

Sir McKenzie Bowell points out- that 
if the Imperial government disallowB 
the present tariff it will leave the old 
Conservative tariff in force. The tariff 
tlebate was continued in the commons 
but there were no speeches of interest. 

In the government caucus there ia 
great diversity of opinion over the tariff, 
Sir Richard Cartwrigbt having hard 
work to get the members into line. 

Col. Prior had a num ber of questions 
on the order paper to-day. Mr. Laurier 
told him the government intended to 
cause surveys to be made to discover the 
best route to the Yukon. The govern- 
ment are considering the beat way to 
stop smuggling into that country. Mr. 
Davies informed Col. Prior that a spe- 
cial officer had been detailed to investi- 
gate the American poaching in Hecate 
straits. 

A light is to be placed on Brotehie 
ledge this year, though legislation may 
be necessary before work can be com- 
menced. 

Mr. Davies says the government would 
allow fish traps in Canadian waters in 
the same manner as last year. He has 
declined to allow additional fish traps in 
Boundary bay, 

A number oi British Columbia bills 
were introduced to-day, including one 
to incorporate the Kasloand Lardo Rail- 
way Co., and Landerkin's bill respect- 
ing the British Columbia Southern. 

Tho British Yukon Chartered Com- 
pany is seeking enormous powers by ,i 
bill now before the house. Besides 
authorizing the construction of railways, 
to run steamers and to carry on mining, 
etc., it seeks to do postal and police aer- 
vice for the Dominion government, com- 
pensation therefor to be paid by 
royalty in precious metals mined in 
Yukon territory. The capital of the com- 
pany ia to be a million pounds in ahareB 
of a pound each, of winch 750,000 will 
These prefer- 
ence shares are to rank first for divi- 
dends up to 5 per cent. If the prolits 
do not reach that figure, the 250,000 
ordinary shares receive no dividend. 
The company also seeks power to issue 
bonds to the amount of £10,000 to the 
mile on its railway as previously stated. 
The company wants a guarantee from 
the government on a millon and a quar- 
ter dollars at .'-! per cent.

The P. C. S. S. Co.'s New. Freight 
Tariff— Anxiety for Two Lum- 
ber Ships. 

No new developments in the ease of 
the R.M.S. Empress of China, quaran- 
tined at William Head, were reported 
yesterday. The Islander has not yet 
gone out to the station to provide ac- 
commodation for the China's saloon pas- 
sengers, and it is probable now that no 
steamer will be chartered for such a 
purpose until it is learned definitely 
how the government will receive the 
numerous telegrams said to have been 
forwarded yesterday petitioning for their 
release.

Kobertson, of Vancouver, who came 
down to take the ship up to the Ter- 
minal City, is still in town. According 
to the China's saloon passenger list the 
Marquia of Breadalbane, who was 
looked for on the ship, did not arrive. 
Lieutenant Sir E. Arbuthnot, formerly 
of H.M.S. Warspite, who is on his way 
home from the Chinese Btation on pro- 
motion, is aboard, together with a large 
number of touriotB and prominent 
people. The complete list is as follows:

Machinery 
under 2, OHO pounds weight is classed a"i 
general merchandise, and forevery 1,000 
pounds over that weight the rate in- 
crpases according to the formerly estab- 
lished ratio. 'Pickets for twelve passen- 
gers bave been sold at the local office. 
Nearly all are miners who have outfitted 
here for the upper Yukon. Among tin 
passengers, however, are C. F. Bill- 
borough and V.. Dewdney, who have 
outfitted here for entirely different ex- 
peditions. They are going to Ounalaska 
to haunt the home of the grizzly and 
cinnamon, and will be away several 
months. 

TWO MORE.

Rice. The vessel eailed from Chemainus 
on the 22nd of Dacember last, and like 
fie Foster has never been reported.

POWER FROM THE FALLS. 

Not Sure It' the Big Company Will Go 
Ahead on the Canadian Side. 

Niagara Falls, April 2S. — Win. 1!. 
Rankino, who arrived from New York 
this morning, was asked what the Cana- 
dian Niagara Power Company proposed 
doing in view of the 'decision against the 
extension of their franchise with refer- 
ence to the time within which they must 
begin work and deliver a certain amount 
of power on the Canadian side.

The merchants have become recon- 
ciled to the new tariff and do not appear 
to bo in a complaining mood in any one 
direction this week. Market quotations 
have not been in the least affected by 
the changes in duty, but there is one 
benefit that will be derived from them, 
and that is in the manufacture of corn- 
meal at home instead of abroad. On 
flour this week wholesale prices have 
advanced something like 10 cents, per 
barrel, while the Victoria XXX brand, 
the product of the Victoria Roller Flour 
and Rice Mills, has gone up 25 cents on 
the barrel. -As for the hay market, the 
stringency that has characterized it for 
several weeks past still exists, only to a 
greater extent.

New York, April 28. — A Sun special 
from Havana gives details from Sancti 
Spiritus of the total destruction of a 
small village ten miles from there in the 
middle of the month. The village con- 
tained about 150 people who had been 
given permission by the commau'dant at 
Sancti' Spiritus to remain there and 
grow sugar. On Weyler'fl last visit to 
that district ho was informed of this and 
information was given to him that the 
Spanish governor had received money to 
allow them to remain. YVeyler gave 
orders instantly to the guerilla leader 
Diaz to remove them. Diaz took the 
order literally, and with a force of MO 
started for tlie place at once. Arriving 
there at night lie stationed his men 
around the place, completely surround- 
ing it. Fires were started and as the 
poor defenceless people emerged from 
their buildings they were shot down like 
dogs. The Spanish garrison spared 
neither age nor sex, ana when morning 
dawned there were over 100 corpses lying 
in the ruins. Diaz made a report that 
he had lie en attacked by Cubans, ami 
that some of the pacificos had been killed 
during the course of the light. The 
exact facts in the matter were brought 
to Havana by a courier who gives the 
horrible storv in all its details.

The leader was listened to 
during his harangues as if he were a 
deity, finally the police weie Bent to 
bill him and his followers to move away 
and to disperse the crowd. This tinier 
the leader refused to obey, and the police 
on endeavoring to use force were routed, 
some being killed.

THE CHILLIWACK ELECTION. 

The friends of the provincial iiovern- 
jrjent have decided to nominate Mr. T. 
C. IIig;;i»8on for the vacancy in the lo- 
cmI legislature created by the death of 
Jlr. Kitchen. Mr. Higginson is very 
highly spoken of and will poll a large 
vote on personal grounds. With the 
excellent record made by the govern- 
ment to assist him, he ought to be able 
to redeem Ohilliwaek. The campaign 
will not be a long one, but there is 
enough time to instruct the electors in 
the trutli regarding provincial issues, 
and we look for a very satisfactory re- 
sult. 

A GREAT WATERWAY, 

The two hundred and thirty miles of 
railway which will connect Bute Inlet 
v.-ith the Fraser River at Quesnelle will 
tap a very fine waterway. The Fraser 
at Quesnelle is a very important river 
and drains a great lake system. It is 
navigable for the most part, so much ao 
that tli ere is good authority for the state- 
ment that an expenditure of $50,UU0 
-would make 000 miles of lakes and 
rivers accessible to steamers from 
Qneanelle. Indeed a short line of rail- 
way, not more than ten miles, from 
•Stewart Lake to Babine Lake, would in- 
crease the water mileage to TOO miles, 
not including the country that 
Tijiy lie reached via the Nechaco 
and Francois Lake. The head of 
r.ibine Lake is about midway 
between Hazelton on tiie Skeena and 
tt: 9 head waters of the Omineca. It is 
well known that all the streams tributary 
to the Fraser carry gold, and the exist- 
ence of old auriferous river channels 
has been demonstrated over and over 
again, while there is good reason to look 
for the discovery of extensive ipuartz 
deposits. The shores of the lakes above 
mentioned aud the valleys of the most 
of the rivers are very well adapted for 
farming. In his report to the provincial 
government, made in IS!)3, ! >. T. Thomp- 
son, P.L.S., speaks of " the most fertile 
belt " drained by the Nechaco, and says 
" the climate is all that could he wished 
for. No extremes. . . . The snow- 
fall id light." He adds that the Indians 
told him that "they never thought of 
feeding their cattle until Christmas, and 
that in March they could as anile be 
1 n rued out again." Mr. Strathern , P.L. 
8., in the same year estimated that 
$10,000 would make the Fraser navigable 
from Soda Creek to the Upper Nechaco. 
A. L. 1'oudrier, P.L.S., in his report 
speaks of this region in the highest 
terms. He compares the climate to that 
of Quebec without the snowfall. He 
tells of finding well ripened wheat grow- 
ing where seeds were dropped from pack 
trainH, and says that a chain of settle- 
ments could be established from the 
Fraser to the Skeena. Here is a sentence 
from his report, taken from page 997 of 
the sessional papers of 189 , which we 
commend to the malignere of Central 
British Colombia: "For stock raising 
the valleys of the Knkado and the 
Bulkley offer more advantages than the 
Nechaco proper; but this lust, with its 
level plains, rich white silts where a 
stone cannot be found, offers certainly 
the greatest advantage to farmers, and 
it is now well known that the largest ex- 
tent of farming land in British Columbia 
is to he found there." This splendid 
auction can be reached readily from the 
Coast after the railway from Bute Inlet 
lias been constructed and a compara- 
tively trivial expenditure is made upon 
the Fraser.

A delicate question may arise aato the 
right of Germany, France, Belgium and 
some other countries to any abatement 
in duties which Canada may make in 
favor of Great Britain. Sir Charles 
Tapper and Mr. Foster are alleged to 
have expressed an opinion favorable to 
such a right, but it is well to wait for a 
fuller report of their remarks than the 
press dispatches give before setting them 
down as committed to such a position, 
for the proposition is whollya novel one. 
If this rightdoes exist the discriminating 
feature of the tariff is worse than useless, 
for under the color of increasing our trade 
with the Mother Country Canada will 
take a long stop in the direction of free 
trade. While this would be quite in 
harmony with the platform of the 
Liberal party, it is not what the public 
has been led to expect or what we have 
been told the ministry intended. 

The real question involved is wider 
than Canadian politics, for it goes to the 
very root ot the relations between the 
ditferent parts of the Kmpire. The con- 
tention of the foreign consuls, as wo 
understand it, is that so far as the tariff 
is concerned Great Britain and Canada 
are foreign countries, wholly indepen- 
dent of each other. This, indeed, seems 
to be the position taken by Sir Richard 
Cartwright. But while they are inde- 
pendent of each other in this respect it 
is claimed that " the most favored 
nation " clause in British treaties binds 
Canada not only so far as foreign coun- 
tries are concerned, but in respect, to bet- 
trade with Great Britain. That ifa to 
say, the component parts of the British 
Kmpire cannot foster trade between 
themselves to the exclusion, in any 
degree, of other countries, for they are 
bound as well within the Empire i 
without by the " most favored nation 
clause in British treaties. 

The point is a nice one, and there is 
no precedent for it that we ate aware of

It is true 
that Hon. Mr. Turner interested him 
self to obtain as favorable terms as pos 
sible for miners, and the company have 
agreed to sell the surface rights with the 
timber to all miners for $3 an acre, with 
a royalty of L'O cents a ton on all ore 
raised. This is purely a voluntary agree- 
ment on the part of the company, and 
the miners regard it as liberal. It was 
mentioned in the house by Mr. Turner 
for the sake of giving it as great public 
ity as possible, but not because officially 
he had anything to do with the matter. 
As a matter of fact, while the company 
will deal with any one on this basis, it 
has in some eases given the surface 
rights outright to applicants. The 
land is private property, and the 
owners may do just what they like with 
it.

THE MEAT SUPl'L V. 

It appears that hitherto it has been 
found impossible in British Columbia to 
put up corned beef and compete with 
the Chicago product. That ;s to say, 
cattle are grown on the ranges of .Mon- 
tana and elsewhere, are taken to Chicago, 
slaughtered there, the moat is packed in 
barrels and is .shipped out to this coast, 
where, alter paying a duty of three cents 
a pound,- it is sold at such a price as sub- 
stantially to control this market. Yet 
it is a fact that we have belter cattle 
ranges in British Columbia than they 
have in Montana and the haul to a suit- 
able point for an extensive abattior is 
very much less than the average haul on 
beef to Chicago. 1 1 ought also to be pos- 
sible toobtain barrels and saltaB cheaply 
here as in Chicago. As a matter of fact 
beef-packing is a profitable business in 
San Francisco, so there is really 
no need of any argument to 
show that no conditions exist on 
the coast, which necessarily give Chicago 
an'advantage. Of course the enormous 
scale on which the business is carried on 
in that city i educes the coat per barrel, 
but it is very improbable that this ad- 
vantage is equal to the duty. With the 
rapid development of our gold mines and 
those of the Yukon there will grow up a 
great market in British Columbia for 
packed meats, hams and bacon, und if it 
is feasible to supply this from domestic 
sources it will mean very much to the 
Province. It has been, suggested that it 
would pay as a business proposition to 
erect a large abattoir at Vancouver or 
New Westminster for the purpose of 
handling the meat trade. Such an es-

Japanese competition had already been 
severely felt in some brunches of in- 
dustry in this province, and if Canada 
entered into (bis treaty he felt that the 
interests of British Columbia would 
suffer, He had, however, reason to 
believe that the Japanese government 
recognized the objection of many of the 
people of Canada to the unrestricted im- 
migration of the lower class of Japs — of 
course there was no objection to Japan- 
ese merchants coming in — and that gov- 
ernment, it was thought, would be will- 
ing to allow of some restrictiotis being 
put in the treaty regarding this immi- 
gration. Therefore he thought the Pro- 
vincial government BhotlbJ communicate 
with the Dominion government and 
point out that if it was intended to bring 
Canada within the scope of the treaty 
these restrictions on common Japanese 
labor should he introduced. 

Hon. Premier Turner said at once that 
he fully agreed with this resolution. It 
was very carefully worded, and was of 
such a nature that it might prove to be 
of advantage to the province. The reso- 
lution proposed that the Dominion gov- 
ernment should make such stipulations 
as would prevent the unrestricted im- 
migration of Japanese into this country. 
Of course, as had been pointed out by 
the lion, gentleman (Mr. Cotton), it was 
not proposed to restrict the immigration 
of all Japanese into this province. 
There were merchants and men of busi- 
ness in Japan who lie imagined would 
be provided for in any restrictions that 
might be imposed. He felt that there

The Women's Franchise Champion 
Aims Another Hearty Blow 
at Her Opponent. 



Those Lonely Graves— A Problem on 
the "Powerful's" Speed and 
Coal Capacity. 



To TJIK Editob : — I regret that J. S. H. 
has in to-day 'a paper misinterpreted my 
letter defending the justice of giving to 
women the franchise, "That men rule 
the world" we do not dispute, and I 
■wish clearly to state that women do not 
desire political rights that they may 
change places with men. They claim 
that the hest results will come to man as 
to woman from the co-operation of both. 
J.'S. H. does not credit Queen Victoria 
with any of the progress that has been 
made during her reign, hut gives it all 
to the advisers of the crown. Who, may 
I ask, changed the mural tone o£ the 
court in England, encouraged and fos- 
tered religion, and banished from her 
presence the dissolute and debauchee? 
Was it not Queen Victoria, although 
only a young woman? And are not 
virtue, temperance and religion the 
foundation stones of all national pros- 
perity. Together our Queen and her ad- 
visers have labored side by side, and 
success has followed their united efforts. 
The work of state and home have not 
conflicted, but combining have developed 
and ennobled the life and character of 
our gracious Queen, and just as these are 
happily combined will every true woman 
of our land develop into a noble char- 
acter. The women of to-day ask 
the ballot, not that they may 
uso it against men, but with 
and lor all good men in making this 
world a better and a safer place, not that 
they may disrupt the home and forsake J 
or neglect the children, but that they i 
may the better protect both home ami 
children, and because they believe that | 
the greater development of mind and 
heart will make them more (it for the 
responsibilities of motherhood, The 
world is progressing in every way— in 
science, in arts, and governments are 
pushing rapidly onward. The time was 
when comparatively few men enjoyed 
the franchise either in Great Britain or 
Canada, and even now throughout this 
Dominion British Columbia is the only 
province enjoying universal manhood 
suffrage. Why should not woman keep 
7>ace with her brother, or should she be 
the only non-progressive one V Why 
should not LSritish Columbia take the 
lead with regard to woman's suffrage as 
it lias in manhood suffrage ? 

Permit me. for the enlightenment of J. 
S. II., to say that there is no necessity to 
telegraph to Her Majesty's Secretary of 
iSta* nor to the women of England, for 
they have long since felt the need of be- 
ing relieved of this disability, and only 
a lew months ago 257,000 women sent a 
petition to parliament askintr for the ex- 
tension of the franchise. Mr. Faithfull 
Begg introduced a bill very similar to 
the one brought before the legislative as- 
sembly by Mr. Helmcken, and this bill 
has already passed its second reading in 
the House of Commons by a majority of 
71. A similar bill will be brought before 
the Dominion house during this present 
session. When confederation with the 
Dominion was being considered in this 
province L't> years ago some of our lead- 
ing men and cleverest politicians op- 
posed it and prophesied dire results as 
the outcome of it; yet despite all 
prophesy to the contrary confederation 
has been a Biiccess, and none would step 
back 20 years and be again a crown 
colony. When women's enfranchisement 
lias been fairlv tested in this province, 
no one will wish to recover it from them.

The men of this 
territory replied : " We would rather for- 
feit being a state, with all its advan- 
tages, than sutler the disadvantage and 
dishonor of our women not being re- 
ceived on the same terms as we are. 
Our women have Btood -by us in all our 
hardships, all our difficulties, and if now 
we are to reap any advantages it shall 
not, he on such terms; rather, far rather, 
will we remain a territory." Hut Wy- 
oming was made a state and the women 
voted. Harper's Magazine says : "Wy- 
oming today has no poor house; its 
jails are almost empty, and crime, ex- 
cept when committed by strangers, is 
almost unknown." M. G.

Relief Given to the Sufferers By the Red 
River Rise. 

Winnipeg, April 28. —(Special) — The 
relief Bteauier Assiniboine returned this 
morning from up the river points.

Many 
stories of hardship were told. One man 
and his family had lived for two days in 
their one story house with two feet of 
water on the floor. They had not been 
able to escape owing to the high winds. 
In a bouse in which three to live families 
were living together sickness had 
broken out among the children, and on 
account of there being so many mouths 
to feed provisions bad run short. It was 
to people in su'-li circumstances that 
most of the supplies were given. The 
water is stationary here to-day.

EARLY IMMIGRANTS. 

This Year's Supply From Britain of a Very 
Gootl Class. 

A large number of immigrants, proba- 
bly three hundred, arrived to-day from 
Halifax, via the Grand Trunk and CP. R. 
They were mostly English and of an ex- 
cellent class. The efforts of Sir Donald 
Smith to enlighten the public on the 
other side as to the class of immigrants 
desired in Canada, are bearing fruit. In- 
stead of stunted, pale-faced creatures, 
the product of the streets of large cities, 
who never saw a tree or a cow in their 
lives, of whom we have had fur too many 
samples in the past, most of the immi- 
grants this season, so far, are splendid 
specimens of the farm laborer class. 
There is also noticeable a considerable 
sprinkling of the better class of farmers, 
men with means to invest: but chiefly, 
there is knowledge of the conditions 
which await them, and fitness for meet- 
ing them. The, C l'. It. has always been 
laboring in this direction, and il is to the 
credit of the societies in England th»t 
they have latterly made the most rig.d 
investigation into the capabilities and 
character of the intending emigrants be- 
fore they have sanctioned their coming 
out. The magic lantern exhibitions 
which were got up by Sir Donald, show- 
ing the Dominion as an agricultural 
country, which needed chiefly brawn and 
muBele and the knowledge of crops and 
cattle, broegnl home to the people in a 
vivid and effectual way the situation 
which had to be confronted. There was 
everything encouraging in tins, partieu 
larly when the pictures were supplement- 
ed with the oxibition of the cereals and 
roots indigenous to the several provinces. 
I; is noticeable, in 'be bodies of immi- 
grants thus far lauded and distributed 
this season, that a considerable propor- 
tion were destined for liritish Columbia. 
Such persons are to be distinguished from 
the laboring class. They are persons 
with small means, who, having heard of 
the wonderful wealth of this compara- 
tively new province, have pulled up 
stakes in the hope "f making sudden 
fortune. Whether such, disappointed, 
for the most part, as must be the inevit- 
able experience, will settle down to sober 
pursuits of which the rewards w ill be 
slow but probably sure in the end. re- 
mains to be seen. At any rate, the lirit- 
ish, though t bey have been slow to waken 
up, are evidently not going to let the 
Americans get all the precious metal out 
of the mines which are springing up, 
mushroom like, in all directions. 

A tine lot. of boys ."or adoption, who 
arrived last night from Halifax by the 
" Vancouver," in charge of Mr. Frederick 
A '.kin Wood, proceeded to Iiolloville, to 
the home there. In all, they numbered 
forty-seven, and in duo course will bo ab-

On the motion to go into committee on 
the Mineral Act Amendment Bill, Mr. 
Braden moved that section 8 be struck 
out and the following section adopted in 
lien thereof : 

" 8. Every person over eighteen veara 
of age, and being a British subject, or 
being an alien, upon bis making a de- 
claration of hia intention to become a 
British subject before any pe: -on au- 
thorized to take affidavits or affirma- 
tions under the Oaths Act, 18'dJ, or be- 
fore the gold commissioner or 
mining recorder, which declaration 
shall be in the form U in the 
schedule of this act, and upon hie filing 
the same with the mining recorder, and 
every joint stock company, shall be en- 
titled to all the rights and privileges of a 
free miner, and shall be considered a 
free miner, upon taking out a free 
miner's certificate. A minor who shall 
become a free miner shall, as regards his 
milling property and liabilities con- 
tracted in connection therewith, be 
treated as of full age. A free miner's 
certificate issued to a joint stock com- 
pany shall be issued in its corporate 
name. A free miner'c certificate shall 
not be transferable." 

Mr, Smith said such a clause would 
very much hamper the mining industry. 

Hon. Col. Baker opposed the proposed 
section as being directed against Ameri- 
cans, wdio had done so much to open up 
and develop the mines. 

Hon. Mr. Martin agreed with the re- 
marks of the Provincial Secretary. 
American citizens had shown great en- 
terprise in prospecting and taking up 
claims. If the United States had adopted 
an alien labor law it would he a very 
small policy on our part to follow their 
example. 

After some further debate, 
Mr. Semlin bhw in the amendment no 
hostility to anyone, but only a desire to 
make those who came hero British sub- 
jects. Ii such an amendment was to he 
introduced at some time or other the 
sooner the better. The amendment was 
a move in the right direction, and he 
was in sympathy with the mover's ob- 
ject, lie would support the amend- 
ment.

tle in 1892, the source of in- 
bctiorj being brought in by one 
of the Oriental steamers; and whereas 
during the present year email pox has 
been brought by several of these vessels 
to William Head quarantine station; 
and whereas, the detention and disin- 
fection at William Head of vessels Etich 
as the Empresses are serious matters to 
our country commercially, and par- 
ticularly at the present initial stage of 
development of trade between this 
country and the Orient; and whereas, 
the present secretary of the provincial 
board cf health has paid a visit to China 
and Japan, and on his return stated to 
the city council of Victoria tho dangers 
of infection which the country is con- 
stantly exposed to by communication 
with tho East, and has recommended 
that tho quarantining of Oriental immi- 
grants and the disinfection of their hag- 
gage should be done before they are allow- 
ed to leave or embark at Oriental porlB; 
therefore be it resolved, that in the 
opinion of this house the Dominion gov- 
ernment should take such steps as will 
insure a proper detention in quarantine 
of intending Oriental immigrants nnd 
the disinfection of their baggage before 
embarking nt the variouajOriental porta, 
and that a humble addrcaa be presented 
to bis honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
asking him ao communicate this resolu- 
tion to the Dominion Government,
